Secretary Folffer on Questions Involvlnfi 


the Pormaneooy of tlio >'«tlonnl Bunks— 
Favorinff a. Low-Rate lonjr Bond. 
'WASHINGTON, Oct. G.—The attention o[ 


the Treasury officials has been attracted to 
an important question which involves points 
of vital Interest to the National banks. 
Tills has been brought about by the policy 
of retiring the three per cent, bonds. These 
ecuretios are largely owned by banks, and 
re deposited, as is well known, as security 
or their circulation, and the continued re- 
Irement o£ them, it can plainly be seen, 
vlllsoou remove the foundation upon which 
he banks stand. Secretary Folger nnd 
Comptroller Knox are the recipients o£ many 
uggestious as to what should bo done. 


Tlio Secretary is considering this qucs- 


ion, but has not yet decided what iccom- 
nendation to make in his forthcoming ro- 
iorl to Congress. Ho said, concernins the 
n-oposition to allow National banks to de- 
xislt Stato securities as tlie security fen- 
heir circulation, that ho did nut think it ad- 
•isable. State bonds good enough to be 
aken as National bank collateral were about 
as high priced as Government <Ts and -I'/.'A, 
vlileh now command sucli a premium that 
he banks cannot afford to purchase nnd da- 
losit them as security. 


Besides, there were not enough good State 


bonds to supply tho collateral needed for 
the large and constantly growing number of 
National Banks. Of all the suggestions 
thus far offered, he was in favor ol issuing 
a low rate long bond, with which to take 
up the 4's and 4X's, accomplishing the ex- 
change by the payment of a sufficient pre- 
nium to make tho exchange desirable to tlie 
wldora of the latter, but he has not yet 
nade up his mind what rate of interest this 
bond should boar. 
The published statements that he had de- 


clared himself in favor of the issue of a two 
wr cent, long bond, uud of the purchase of 
!our per cents at premium, or tlie substllu- 
,ioii for them of a lower rate bond, he said 
were made without authority, adding that it 
would bo absurd for him to assert any such 
preferences In advance of his annual report.

' rira.ADEi.pHiA, Oct. G.—A frightful ac- 
cident occurred yesterday morning at the 
corner of Susquelmmm avenue ami JAmeri- 
ean street. At Oils point the tracks of the 
Union Horse Railway cross those of the 
North Pennsylvania branch of the Pennsyl- 
vania & Heading liailroatl. 
The incoming 


passenger train ran into a crowded street- 
car yesterday, completely demolishing it, 
killing two pei-sons and seriously injuring 
ten others. 


There was no conductor on the car, and 


the driver's duty required him to guide his 
team, see that fares are deposited in the 
box and at the same time watcli for trains 
at the railroad crossing. The railroad com-

miscuous heap. Ambulances from the Epis- 
copal Hospital arrived quickly, and most 
of the sufferers were removed to that insti- 
tution, while others were taken .into neigh- 
boring houses, and a few or tho injured were 
taken to their homes. It is said by a man 
who watched the accident that a boy was 
acting as driver while the regular driver was 
inside tho car.

The eight remaining victims 
of tho catastrophe arc badly hurt rind will 
bo crippled for life. Two men on tho back 
platform of the car jumped oft a moment 
before tbo collision and escaped uninjured. 
Andrew U. Little, who saw the accident, 
says tho crash was like a whirlwind, and 
a cloud

covered 


everything. 
"I hoard some heartrending 


cries," ho says, "and saw a number of bod- 
ies of the passengers intho horse-cur lying 
around in different directions in the street, 
and fragments of the car were spattered 
with the blood of tho Injured passengers. 
As soon as 1 could collect myself I jumped 
in and helped to lift up and carry away tho 
bodies that lay wounded on tho ground, and 
the scene presented was heartrending. I 
saw one man with his leg completely 
off, 
and I helped 
to 
place the leg 


over his body. 1 think he died going to the 
hospital. The driver of the car was picked 
up in the middle of tho street directly after 
the accident, and he was heard to cry: ' For 
God's sake pick me up.' 
Of the man who 


was picked up first I hoard tho death-rattle 
in his throat, and tho woman presented a 
horrible appearance." There tiro no gates 
at tho crossing, and the llagman said ho 
halloed to tho boy who was driving the car, 
but he would not mind.
